The League executive committee 
made its recommendations to a 
convention of the League, and en- 
dorsements were then made final. 

Repeated efforts were made dur- 
ing the campaign to spread the im- 
pression that labor had changed

You'll pay $20-$70 more for the 
Same set in a console cabinet) 


which may be a loss in case radical 
improvements make the set obso- 
lete. Also, a smaller screen prob- 
ably would be easier and less costly 
to convert to color when color tele- 
vision does arrive, technicians ad- 
vise. Certainly a smaller screen 
is suitable enough for a smaller 
family who can merely sit cor- 
respondingly closer. As a matter 
of fact, the smaller screen pro- 
vides a brighter, sharper picture. 
TWO QUALITIES 


Generally speaking, there are 
two grades or qualities of TV sets. 
There are the so-called “metropoli- 
tan” receivers with 16-18 tubes 
which often give satisfactory re- 
ception if you live less than 15-20 


miles from the broadcasting cen-| 


ter. The more expensive “full-qual- 
ity” sets necessary when receiving 
conditions are more difficult, gen- 
erally have 22 or more tubes. But 
the number of tubes is not the 
only factor in the quality of a tele- 
vision set. Compare for yourself 
the clarity and steadiness of the 
picture received, and watch out 
for distortion, especially at the 
edges of the screen. Listen care- 
fully to the sound reception. It 
ought to be at least as good as 
your radio, not only for enjoyment 
but because that’s another clue to 
the quality of the entire set. 

Arrange for a home trial if pos- 
sible to make sure the set can re- 
sist interference in your location. 
Because your neighbor gets good 
reception is no guarantee you will. 
Also, one make may provide bet- 
ter reception in a certain area than 
another. 

In areas where telecasting is 
just starting there is often a rush 
among all kinds of stores to sell 
sets. There have also been reports 
that poor-quality models which 
failed to sell in established tele- 
vision centers have been shipped 
to new areas to take advantage of 
the scramble for sets. In these 
areas particularly it’s advisable to 
buy a set only from a reliable, es- 
tablished dealer who specializes in 
radio and other electronics equip- 
ment and who can help back up 
the guarantee on the set.

Shelley Would 
Get for Widows 
Security Help 


Congressman John F. Shelley of- 


San Francisco has introduced a 
bill, HR 4492, which would reduce 
from 65 to 55 the age at which 
widows and dependent mothers of 
deceased workers covered by So- 
cial Security could receive surviv- 
ors’ benefits. 

Shelley in a letter to the Central 
Labor Council telling of introduc- 
ing the bill said: 

“I have strongly urged Chair- 
man Chauncey W. Reed of the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
to take favorable action on my 
bill during this session of Congress, 
despite Yhe new Republican leader- 
ship’s announced intention of de- 
laying any broadening of social se- 
curity benefits. 


“It seems to me that the dis 
tressed situation of an _ elderly 
woman suddeniy deprived’ of 


companionship and support by the 
death of a husband or child is so 
Perfectly clear as not to require 
the lengthy ‘study’ which has been 
advanced as the reason for failing 
to act on social security bills. I am 
sure we all know personally of 
cases where the help this bill would 
give is desperately needed. 

“A great many of them have 
been called to my attention and 
about the only advice I can now 
give is for the individuals con- 
cerned to apply for public assist- 
ance. 

“I don’t believe, and I think you 
will agree with me, that this should 
be necessary for a woman who has 
spent her best years making a 
home for the breadwinner in her 
family. I know I wouldn't want it

A good child who is excessively 
submissive to authority may be po- 
tentially as great a problem to} 
himself and society as a delinquent | 
child, according to Bertram M. 
Beck, director of the Juvenile De- | 
linquency Project of the United |& 
States Children’s Bureau. 

Mr. Beck said “that the absence} 
of normal aggressiveness” in many 
‘non-delinquent children “may be} 
a greater danger signal than the | 
violence of the delinquent child.” | 
He declared that some delinquent | 
children might be in “greater emo- 
tional health” because they reacted 
vigorously. 

He referred to a recent study of | 
500. delinquent and 500 non-de-' 
linquent children done by Sheldon | 
and Eleanor Glueck, Harvard | 


study had made it obvious that 
equal concern must be given to) 
the non-delinquent child. i 

Mr. Beck noted that the study 
showed the delinquent youngsters | 
had “at least reacted vigorously 
against the restraints of their en-|| 
vironment while the ones who were 
not delinquent seemed to have had 
much of the fight'squeezed out of 
them.” The delinquent children, he | 
observed, had also been found to 
be physically healthier than the 
non-delinquents and “temperamen- 
tally more dynamic and energetic 
and assertive.” a 

He said that “the non-delin- 
quents turned their hostile im-! 
pulses inwardly and sought secu-)| 
rity through submission.” The non- 
delinquent children were of con- 
cern, he declared, “because they 
had the characteristics of the fol- 
lowers—of people who would join 
a movement and put themselves 
at the disposal of leaders in order 
to find their niche in society.”

Effective May 1 
California regents have boosted the 
pay of 132 retired professors, put- 
ting them on a par with the $375 
monthly pensions paid under the 
State retirement system, 

The regents took no action and 
made no comment about another 
expected pay issue; that of back 
pay for 18 faculty members who re- 
fused to sign the board's special 
loyalty oath, left the university, 
and were ordered reinstated by 
court order. 

At a regular April meeting on 
the Davis campus, the regents’ ac- 
tion for the emeritus group bene- 
fits those receiving less than the 
$375 amount. A group of the retired 
men had protested their pay aver-

The increases average $97 a 
month and become effective May

Both Premier Churchill and 
ex-Premier Attlee of Great Britain made speeches in the 
House of Commons which indicate they favor a more con~- 
ciliatory approach to the Soviet and to Communist China 
than is popular with most of us Americans. 

On top of this. Mr. Attlee called attention to the feature 
of the American Constitution which has always seemed odd 
to Britishers. That feature is the separation of powers, the 
fact that Congress and the President can each go their own 
way, with the public standing by kibitzing and wondering 
what will happen next. 

In addition, Mr. Attlee, discussing recent’ events in 
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America, remarked that “sometimes one wondered who was 
more powerful, the President or Senator McCarthy.” 

That is something, of course, which a great many 
Americans have wondered, including many Americans who 
voted for Mr. Eisenhower, and have marveled since at the 
way he allows himself and his conduct of foreign affairs to 
be kicked around by the Senator from Wisconsin. 

Senators Knowland, Jenner, and McCarthy couldn't re- 
strain themselves. They launched forth into diatribes against 
the British. Senator Morse of Oregon showed a lot of common 
sense after Knowland had attacked Great Britain, Senator 
Morse said that the Communists truce proposal which had 
interested the British seemed to him ‘‘a clever, disguised, 
vicious proposal.” : 

But, said Senator Morse, the United States should seek 
“some understanding” with its Allies “rather than to criticize 
them on the floor of the Senate.” 

Knowland, who is chairman of the Senate GOP Policy 
Committee, having led the way, he was followed by his pals, 
Senators McCarthy and Jenner. 

Knowland’s ally McCarthy in his speech called ex-Premier 
Attlee ‘Comrade Attlee,"’ accused him of joining ex-Secretary 
of State Acheson in past compromises with “treason,” and also 
accused President Truman of ‘‘treasonable” acts. (All this, 
of course, under the protection of Congressional immunity 
from action for libel.) 

Knowland’s other pal, Jenner, the one who some time back 
accused General Marshall of being a traitor, next leveled the 
mudgun at Churchill and Attlee. ° 

A fine exhibition of irresponsibility, with Senator Know- 
land leading the pack! 

All this, of course, won the approval of Hearst’s Examiner, 
which characterized in an editorial the great Labor Premier 
of Britain, Clement Attlee, as ‘‘a vituperative little leftist.” 

It’s not surprising that Tom O’Brien, president of the 
British Trade Union Congress, declared that McCarthy is a 
greater gift to the Communists than “Judas Iscariot was to 
the high priests, the scribes, and the Pharisees.” 

And then there are McCarthy's pals, Knowland and 
Jenner. Tom O’Brien will learn more about them as time 

oes on. 

Meanwhile, the Commies are doing very nicely. They hope 
they're beginning to get what they seek, a split between the 
U. S. and Great Britain.
